tion of the espionage act. 
In mak ing this announcement So­ 
licitor Lamar said the decision would 
not affect future issues of the paper 
unless objectionable matter should be 
found in them. 
The department also has under con­ 
sideration recent issues of the Gnelie- 
Auierican and the New York Free 
Man’s Journal, other Irish papers held 
up at the New York office for alleged 
violations of 
¡1 similar nature. 
New York . Jan. 23.—Distribution in 
the mails of last week ’s editions of 
the Irish World, the G j*J:c-American 
and the New York Free Man’s Jour­ 
nal, three of the leading week ly pub­ 
lications in this country espousing the 
cause of Irish Independence, has been 
refused by the post office authorities 
pending 
an 
investigation, 
it 
was 
learned from the editors of these pa­ 
pers. 
“We were informed unofficially that 
the only reason for the post office de­ 
partm ent’s action,” said Robert E. 
Ford, editor of the Irish World, “was 
that ail three publications published 
simultaneously a reproduction 
of a 
petition signed by the Irish woman’s 
council of Dublin, which 
was 
pre­ 
sented to President Wilson by Mrs. 
Hannah Sheehy Sk effington on Janu­ 
ary 11.

“The petition ask ed for a definite 
Inclusion of Ireland by the United 
States government as one of the small 
nations whose rights should be inter­ 
nationally recognized at 
the 
peace 
conference to follow the war."

Pershing's

made public by Mr, Bak er in this letter 
to Governor Capper of Kansas: 
“You may recall writing to me sev­ 
eral days ago concerning ‘persistent 
reports’ as to the Immoderate sale of 
liquor among our forces in France. My 
Impression was that these rumors were 
not well founded in fact, but I felt it 
my duty to convey their content to 
General Pershing and to ask him to 
communicate with me as to the facts. 
“You will be glad to k now that I 
have .1” ;t received the following words 
from i he commander of the American 
expeditionary forces: 
“ ‘There has never been a similar 
body of men to lead as clean lives as 
our American soldiers in France. They 
have entered this war with the high­ 
est devotion to duty and with no other 
idea than to perform these duties in 
most efficient manner possible. 
They 
fully realize their obligation to their 
own people, their friends and the 
country.’ 
“ ‘A rigid program of instruction Is 
carried 
o#t 
daily 
with 
traditional 
American enthusiasm. 
Engaged in 
healthy, interesting exercises in the 
open air with simple diets, officers 
and men, lik e trained athletes, are 
ready for their task . 
“ ‘Forbidden the use of strong drink 
and protected by stringent regulations 
against sexual evils, and supported by 
their own moral courage, their good 
behavior is the subject of most favor­ 
able comments, especially by our al­ 
lies. 
“ ‘American mothers may rest as­ 
sured that their 
so ns are a credit to 
them and to the 
natio n, and they may 
well look forward 
to the proud day 
when on the battlefield these splendid 
men w*Pl Gmd f, new luster on Ameri­ 
can manhood. ” 
New York , Jan. 23.—“Tell them this 
Is the greatest tiling we ever tried to 
do and we are look ing to them to back 
us ui> nt home,” is a message from 
General Pershing, which Rev. Dr. Hugh 
Birelihead told members of the Na­ 
tional League for Woman’s Service 
here that he had been usk ed by the 
general to carry back to the United 
States. 
Doctor Ilirchhead recently returned 
from several month« 
o f relief work o n 
the French front and a tour of Eng­ 
land at the request o f the Ited Cross 
to assure the English people of the co­ 
operation of America 
in the war. 
“If we can k now every day and 
every hour that they are standing be­ 
hind us, it will give us hope and cour­ 
age," the speak er said General Persh­ 
ing added.

Pennsylvania Lines in the East, Balti­ 
more & Ohio and Reading Desig­ 
nated— Holidays Ordered for 
Cities in Iowa. 


Washington, Jan. 23.—A general em­ 
bargo upou three railroads against 
shipments of all freight except* food 
and fuel and certain war munitions 
and suppl'es was requested by Fuel 
Administrator Harry A. Garfield. 
The request was contaiued in a 
memorandum sent by him to Director 
General of Railroads McAdoo. 
An 
embargo was put on the Norfolk 
& 
Western. 
Mr. Garfield would have the embar­ 
go apply to the Pennsylvania lines 
eust of Pittsburgh, the Baltimore & 
Ohio and the Philadelphia & Reading. 
Garfield's Memorandum. 
In his memorandum Mr. Gurfleld 
said: 
“The press reports show that the 
Pennsylvania railroad, with the ap­ 
proval of A. H. Smith, placed nn em­ 
bargo on Monday upon all freight ex­ 
cept food and fuel. It will be observed 
that these exceptions are practically 
the same as the exceptions made in 
the order with respect to the use of 
fuel. 
“The nctioq authorized by this one- 
day embargo should he tak en for sev­ 
eral days, adding to the exceptions 
certain war munitions and supplies 
not only upon the Pennsylvania lines 
east of Pittsburgh hut also upon the 
Baltinfore & Ohio lines and the Phila­ 
delphia & Reading lines, which form, 
with certain Baltimore & Ohio lines, 
a through route to the seaboard. Such 
an embargo would he especially effec­ 
tive if it could follow Immediately the 
five days covered by the January 17 
order. 
Car Shortage 
Was A cute.' 
“During the last two months of 19 17 
the car shortage on the lines men­ 
tioned was increasingly acute. 
“It neutralized every effort for In­ 
creased production at the mines. La­ 
bor differences were adjusted and 
prices resulting therefrom were fixed. 
Without cars, however, coal could not 
be produced. 
The empty cars were 
not at the mines. 
The congestion of 
the truck s wat such that the loaded 
ears did not reach their consignees. 
“While the railroads were operated 
separately, although in a co-operative 
plan, they seemed to have found It im­ 
possible to remedy this situation, and 
since a director general of railroads 
has been appointed we have had noth­ 
ing 
hut 
uuprecedentedly 
severe 
weather, almost nullifying his efforts. 
Must Be “ Entire Cessation." 
“To relieve present congestions and 
to speed up the movement of coal 
and cok e cars to and from the mines 
uud ovens, it seems apparent that 
there must, for a few days, he an nl- 
rnost entire cessation, particularly on 
the roads mentioned, of ail freight, 
with the exception above noted. 
Mr. Garfield cites figures showing 
loss in coal production due to car 
shortages, especially on tin* Pennsyl­ 
vania and Baltimore «Sc Ohio railroads. 
The fuel administration issued a 
summary of the result of the five days 
in which the factories of tfie eastern 
half of the country have been shut 
down. 
Order Serves Its Purpose. 
The summary follows: 
“Our reports show that the prime 
purpose sought to be accomplished by 
the regulation—the bunk ering of ships 
and the supplying of domestic consum­ 
ers and public utilities with coal—has 
been greatly served. 
“Local officials of the fuel adminis­ 
tration in all parts of the East report­ 
ed that domestic 
consumers, public 
utilities and other consumers on the 
preferred list In the industrial curtail­ 
ment order were being given the full 
benefit of the coal moving Into the 
consuming territory. 
“As a result of the patriotic co-op­ 
eration of American industry, cap­ 
ital and labor the way has been cleared 
for the prompt bunk ering of ships 
which long were tied up at Atlantic 
ports waiting to carry vitally needed 
supplies to the American forces abroad 
and to the nations associated with the 
United States In the war." 
The uecessity for some new meth­ 
od of dealing with the coal transporta­ 
tion problem was emphasized by scores 
of reports that weather conditions 
were as had or worse than at any 
time since the unprecedented period 
of coal and stormy weather started 
nearly two week s ago. 
Heavy snow 
throughout New York and New Eng­ 
land, in Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
and elsewhere made traffic movement 
extremely slow and cut the supply of 
empty cars to coal mines far below 
even the subnormal supply of the last 
few days. 
Holidays in Iowa Cities. 
Des Moines, la., Jan. 23.—Charles 
Webster, fuel administrator for Iowa, 
Issued a closing order affecting the 
cities of Keok uk , Fort Madison, Burl­ 
ington, 
Davenport, 
Clinton 
and 
Dubuque. The order puts the Monday 
closing regulations, general In Illinois 
and the East, into effect in the cities 
mentioned, in order to avoid discrimin­ 
ation against Illinois river towns.
